consolidate two or more parks or 
to divide an existing park into two 
or more parks.” —. 2 
This is full of dangers. If, for 
» Instance, within an established park 
there is a stand of valuable—-mer- 
chantable timber desired by inter- 
ests which can impose compelling 
arguments on the cabinet, the clause 
could be used to <gevise the boun- 
daries . .°. or increase or decrease 
the area of the park.” Thus the 
timber stand could cease to be in 
the park and lose what little protec- 
tion the act affords. 

The saie of irreplaceable parks 
timber has occurred in British 
Columbia and could occur again 
through trading or other arrange- 
“ments. 

The bill also states that no inter- 
est in land within certain parks, or 
the granting, sale or removal of 
natural resources will be permitted 
“except as authorized by a valid and 
subsisting park use permit.” Such 
a permit, says the bill, will riot be 
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granted for uses detrimental to the 
park. ’ : 

But “the minister or-his author- 
ized agent may,” atcording to Sec- 
tion 24,- “subject to the provisions 
of this act and upon payment .of 
such fees as may be fixed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, 
issue a park use permit authorizing, 
upon such terms and conditions as 
he may prescribe, a person or per- 
sons to do any one or more things 
for which, under this act, a park 
use permit is required.” 

Under such provisions, the in- 
violability of the parks becomes 
relative, depending on the point of 

“view, or the possible inclination 
toward expediency, present at any 
particular time.-If, for instance, the 
gavernment feels it needs more 
money, there is sufficient elasticity 
in the act to acquire cash from nat- 
ural resources within a park merely 
by changing boundaries to-exelude 
the area containing the resources—~ 
or by issuing a park use permit. 

Public nervousness is not allayed. 
by memory. of the statements by 
Mr. Kenneth Kiernan, minister of 
recreation and conservation, a year 
ago. At that time, the minister 
who sponsored: the new bill this 
week, drew attention to the waste 
in value when trees were allowed 
to become over-mature and fall 
down -— the conventional argument 
of loggers who wish to invade park 
stands. He also suggested that little 
in the way of injury to parks arose 
from supervised mining operations.

Usually there is an increase in coughing, 
with perhaps wheezing, and some pain in the

A chest pain may become severe enough 
to bother the person, It is usually a persistent 
ache unrelated e@ cough, and it is likely to 
be on the sid ere the tumor is located 
Blood in the sputum comes in’ only one out of 
20 cases, but certainly anyone who coughs up 
some blood should imniediately have his lungs 
investigated.

~~" Often the X-ray specialist can say from the 
shadows he-<sees in the lungs that there is can- 
cer present. If it is in both Jungs, obviously 
no sargery can be performed, because -a man 
€annot part with both lungs. He can part 
with one lung and live. Sometimes in order to 
make a correét diagnosis of a very small can- 
cer, the expert must look down into the bronchi 
(tubes leading into and out of the Jungs) with 
what is called a bronchoscope, a long tube 
electrically lighted. In other cases, a micro- 
scopic examination of the sputum that the man 
coughs up may show cancer cells, 

When it comes to treatment, as I said, when 
a small tumor can be removed surgically, 
that is a good thing to do. Unfortunately, a 
third of the patients, when they come in ‘Tor 


in the United States some 45,000 persons died 
of it. More-than 37,000 of these victims were 
men, The total death rate from cancer of 
the dung is now 10 times—what it was in 19 0, 
and the trend keeps going up aud up

Many people ask ‘about bursitis. A” bursa 
is a little sac contaming an oily fluid. The 
bursa that most often gives trouble is the one 
that lies under—the—muscle which caps the 
* shoulder joint, Nature uses a bursa sometimes 
as a sort of pulley, so that a muscle can pull 
around a corner. Sometimes one of these little 
pulleys will become a bit inflamed, mitch as 
do the little sacs around joints when there is a 
flareup of arthritis. 

Years ago, with X rays, I used to see cal- 
cified shoulder bursas, full of lime saks. In 
those days surgeons used to cut out the calci- 
fied bursas. Then they stopped operating, be- 
cause they found that commonly with the help 
of heat and massage and diathermy (treatment 
with an electric apparatus which drives. heat 
into the interior of the body), many a bursa 
became normal again. People with a. bursa 
under the shoulder muscle should kéep using 
the arm so that the shoulder joint will not 
get stiff with adhesions.
